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Claim 6 (currently amended) : A pharmaceutical The composition 
according to claim 5 wherein the HPA-la has sequence SEQ ID No:l, 
2, 3, 4, 5, 6 or 7. 

Claim 7 (currently amended) : A pharmaceutical The composition 
according to any preceding claim claim 1 wherein the composition 
immunologically effective platelet protein or a peptide fragment 
thereof is formulated for delivery through mucosal tissue.

Claim 13 (new) : The method according to claim 11 wherein the 
platelet protein is a human platelet antigen (HPA) . 

Claim 14 (new) : The method according to claim 13 wherein the 
HPA is selected from the group consisting of HPA-la, HPA-lb, HPA- 
2a, HPA-2b, HPA-3a, HPA-3b, HPA-4a, HPA-4b, HPA-5a, HPA-5b, HPA-6a, 
HPA-6b, HPA-7a, HPA-7b, HPA-8a, HPA-8b, HPA-9a, HPA-9b, HPA-lOa, 
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HPA-lOb, HPA-lla and HPA-llb. 

Claim 15 (new) : The method according to claim 14 wherein the 
HPA has a genotype HPA-la. 

Claim 16 (new) : The method according to claim 15 wherein the 
HPA-la has sequence SEQ ID No:l, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 or 7 . 

Claim 17 (new) : The method according to claim 11 wherein the 
immunologically effective platelet protein or the peptide fragment 
thereof is formulated for delivery through mucosal tissue.
